The United States and Cuba agreed Wednes- 
day to restore diplomatic ties that Washington 
severed more than 50 years ago, and President 
Obama called for an end to the long economic 
embargo against its old Cold War enemy. 

After 18 months of secret talks, Obama 
and Cuban President Raul Castro agreed in 
a phone call Tuesday on a breakthrough pris- 
oner exchange, the opening of embassies in 
each other’s countries and an easing of some 
restrictions on commerce. 

The two leaders made the announcement 
in simultaneous televised speeches. The Vati- 
can and Canada facilitated the deal. 

Obama’s call for an end to the economic 
embargo drew resistance from Republicans, 
who will control both houses of Congress 
from January and who oppose normal rela- 
tions with the communist-run island. 

Obama said he was ending what he called 
a rigid and outdated policy of isolating Cuba 
that had failed to achieve change on the island. 

His administration’s policy shift includes 
an opening to more commerce in some areas, 
allowing use of US. credit and debit cards, 
increasing the amount of money that can be 
sent to Cubans and allowing export of tele-

communications devices and services. 

Travel restrictions that make it hard for 
most Americans to visit will be eased, but the 
door will not yet be open for broad tourism. 

His announcement also will not end the 
US. trade embargo that has been in force 


for more than 50 years. That is codified in 
legislation and needs congressional approval. 
Obama said he would seek that approval but 
likely will face a struggle.

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Ah, another December in Chicago. 

Still, maybe you’ve seen headlines an- 
nouncing Mayor Emanuel’s recent endorse- 
ments from the city’s major Latino political 
players. While more Latinos disapprove of 
his administration than support it, accord- 
ing to an August report from the Tribune, 
the mayor’s hoping he can win enough 
votes from that group to neutralize his low 
approval rating among black Chicagoans — 
which is worse than Jay Cutler’s these days. 

That lead to a bizarre scene last weekend. 
US. Rep. Luis Gutierrez, City Clerk Susana 
Mendoza and state board of education 
Chairman Gery Chico all took time Sunday 
to stand in the back room of a Little Village 
Dulcelandia and tell a room full of report- 
ers—and almost no one else—how much 
Rahm has helped the city’s Latinos. 

Given these politicos’ pasts, this reversal 
feels pretty surreal. You may remember Chi- 
co as the guy who ran against Emanuel back 
in 2011, trying to paint President Obama’s 
former chief of staff as a man whose power- 
ful friends had deep pockets, but who 
was detached from the needs of everyday 
Chicagoans. Gutierrez is the man who 
endorsed Chico four years ago, describing 
him as “a neighborhood guy with neighbor- 
hood values”— which implied Rahm wasn't. 
(Mendoza, to be fair, has been Team Rahm 
since Day 1.) 

For his part, Gutierrez threw every- 
thing but the kitchen sink into opposing 
Emanuel’s first mayoral run before the two 
longtime rivals came together to develop 
small businesses in Gutierrez’s congressional 
district. And even though Emanuel is viewed 
by many Latinos as the person responsible 
for postponing immigration reform during 


the opportune carly days of Obama’s first 
teri, Cutierres says the mayor has been a 
srrongally om inumigration reform (true) and 
improving the lives of Chicago’s Latinos. 

‘Thar second claim, however, is tough for a 
lot of Latinas tu believe. The mayor largely 
his ipriored {hirago’s poorer neighbor- 
lnacls (where mearly all of the city’s black 
and Latinn residents live), while develop- 
ment of the city center has far outstripped 
thar of com@mu«£nities like Humboldt Park 
and Littl: Village. The unemployment rate 
for whites in the city is 7 percent accord- 
ing tes 205 census figures —compared with 
12 percent for Latinos and 25 percent for 
blacks, higher than any other major city. 
Though the overall crime rate has fallen 
somewhat during Emanuel’s tenure, Chicago 
still recorded more murders in 2012 and 2013 
than any other city, and most of those were 
in neighborhoods home to ... well, take a 
guess. 

Then there’s the issue of last year’s school 
closures, a sore spot among Latinos, consid- 
ering nearly all of the 50 schools shuttered 
were in Latino and black neighborhoods. 
(Some were in Gutierrez’s own district, one 
of them less than a mile from where Sun- 
day’s “Latinos for Rahm” event was held.) 
The mayor and his supporters claim City 
Hall was forced to close those schools due 
to budget constraints; all the while, Rahm’s 
been using public money to finance his pet 
projects, like the building of two hotels and 
a basketball arena for DePaul—a private 
university—near McCormick Place. 

I’m sure Chico and Gutierrez have their 
reasons for their 180s on Emanuel. Chico 
was, after all, chief of staff to former Mayor 
Richard M. Daley, Rahm’s political patron. 
And maybe Gutierrez joined Team Rahm 
this summer as a quid pro quo deal with 
Obama ahead of the president’s executive 
action on immigration. 

But however much Emanuel might want 
Sunday’s performance to convince Latinos 
that he’s their man, they’re not buying it. 
The Tribune’s own Bill Ruthhart described 
the event as “carefully staged,” though the 
room was filled with “50 empty chairs” and 
protesters’ chants of “Fire Rahm!” floated in 
from outside. 

Seems there are more letters in the phrase 
“Latinos for Rahm” than there are actual 
Latinos for Rahm.

In an interview with ABC News on Wednes- 
day, President Obama called the cyber attack 
on Sony “very serious,” but 
suggested the administra- 
tion has yet to establish the 
hacker threat to moviegoers 
as credible. “For now, my rec- 
ommendation would be that 
people go to the movies,” he 
said. The FBI, meanwhile, 
advised in a private docu- 
ment obtained by Reuters 
that theaters and other businesses associated 
with “The Interview” could be targeted in cy- 
berattacks. 

Chris Johnson, chief executive officer of 
Downers Grove-based Classic Cinemas, said 
his chain had planned to show “The Interview” 
at seven of its 13 local locations until the threat 
was issued. 

“When the threat be- 
came physical in nature and 
the hackers invoked 9/11, 
that changed it for me,” 
Johnson said. “I don’t have 
the resources to combat an 
unknown force. Does the 
decision bother me? Yeah, it 
bothers me. I’ve never, ever 
not played a film [because 
of controversy]. But this has 
nothing to do with the film’s 
content; it has to do with the 
threat of violence.” 

The movie, co-directed by Rogen and Evan 
Goldberg (whose previous collaboration was 
last year’s apocalypse comedy “This Is the 
End”), received mixed reviews from its early 
screenings, with Variety's Scott Foundas on 
the negative end as he called it “about as funny 
as a communist food shortage and just as pro-

tracted.” It is not the first film to depict the as- 
sassination of a sitting head of state, though the 
2006 British mockumentary “Death of a Presi- 
dent,” which envisioned President George W. 
Bush’s demise, grossed a mere $519,000. 

As revealed in leaked 
emails, the filmmakers and 
studio engaged in some tense 
negotiations over such issues 
as toning down the graphic 
nature of the North Korean 
leader’s head exploding. 

Before Sony’s decision to 
pull “The Interview” was 
announced, McKay said he 
didn’t think the conflict would have an impact 
on other movies. “North Korea is a special and 
really horrifying case,” he said. “It’s the most 
twisted and malevolent dictatorship on the 
planet. ... I still think Seth and Evan are spot- 
on. We should be talking about North Korea.” 

Yet Deadline reported Wednesday that 
New Regency has scotched 
plans for a North Korea-set 
thriller, “Pyongyang,” to star 
Steve Carell, to be directed 
by Gore Verbinski and to be- 
gin shooting in March. 

Also Wednesday, Variety 
and other outlets reported 
that Sony had ruled out a 
VOD or DVD telease, say- 
ing in a statement: “Sony Pic- 
tures has no further release 
plans for the film.” 

Apatow expressed con- 
cern over where the newly 
toppled dominos are headed. 

“You can say {the threat] is a terrifying mes- 
sage, and we want to make sure there’s no way 
anyone could get hurt, and that’s completely 
understandable,” Apatow said.

Map of census data shows 
Chicagoans’ transit habits

Chicagoans are more likely to walk to work 
when they live downtown and in Hyde Park; 
take the CTA when they're coming from 
Lakeview or Bucktown; and drive when 
they're coming from virtually everywhere else. 
That’s according to a map of 2013 census 
data on the most dominant mode of transpor- 
tation used in each of the city’s census tracts, 
produced by Shaun Jacobsen, a graduate stu- 
dent at the University of British Columbia. 
The map, which Jacobsen made a year ago 
using 2012 data and re-created with 2013 data 


this week, shows several patterns you may 
already have assumed if you live in the city: 
People who live near public transportation, 
whether it’s the Red Line or an express bus 
route, are more likely to take it to work and 
leave their cars at home. People who live in 
the city’s north- and western-most communi- 
ties are more likely to drive or, in a few cases, 
carpool. And people who live downtown, in 
the Near North Side or in the South Loop 
predominantly walk to work, presumably be- 
cause they can.

West Side, according to RedEye data. 
Humboldt Park recorded 14 homicides last 
year, down from 18 killings in 2012, a RedEye 
analysis found.

“Before that, Barack Obama was a black 
man that lived on the South Side of Chicago, 
who had his share of troubles catching cabs,” 
Michelle Obama told the magazine. 

Another time, while wearing a tuxedo at a 
black-tie dinner, Barack Obama was asked to 
get coffee, according to the first lady. 

The president also discussed racial stereo- 
typing, saying, “There’s no black male my age 
who’s a professional, who hasn’t come out of 
a restaurant and is waiting for their car and

The interview coincided with protests after 
a grand jury in the New York City borough of 
Staten Island decided not to charge a white po- 
lice officer over the death of Eric Garner, an un- 
armed black man, who was killed in a chokehold 
in July. There were also protests after a Missouri 
grand jury in late November declined to indict a 
white police officer in the shooting death in Au- 
gust of an unarmed black man, Michael Brown.

A federal judge has denied a 
proposed $70 million class 
action settlement between 
the NCAA and former college 
athletes who claim to have 
suffered long-term harm from 
concussions, saying he was 
concerned about the fairness 
of the agreement.

The Bears have benched quarterback Jay Cut- 
ler and plan to start Jimmy Clausen against 
Detroit on Sunday, a person with knowledge 
of the situation confirmed to the Tribune on 
Wednesday. ESPN first reported the news. 

The move, which comes in the death 
throes of a season in ruins, is a seismic shift 
for an organization that has exalted Cutler as 
its franchise quarterback. 

In January, general manager Phil Emery 
signed Cutler to a seven-year, $126.7 million 
that includes $54 million guaranteed. 

Cutler, however, leads the NFL with 
24 turnovers. His inconsistency is a big rea- 
son why the Bears are 5-9 and their offense 
failed to match expectations despite return- 
ing all 11 starters from a unit that ranked third 
in the NFL in yards per play during coach 
Marc Trestman’s debut campaign in 2013.

Constraint is often the mother of invention, 
and it’s nice to know that Chicago winters 
don’t dampen the entrepreneurial spirit. 
At least that’s the picture Nida Rodriguez, 
owner of The Slide Ride food truck, paints 
of her new Avondale french fry emporium, 
Frite Street. “Mobile has its difficulties,” she 
said. “Ultimately, I wanted a space where if 
it’s 30 degrees below zero, we didn’t have to 
feel like we had to drive around the city to 
make money.” Frite Street sounds like a nice 
warming shelter from the storm, but would it 
also bring the culinary heat? I stopped in to 
find out. 
The scene: The crimson-painted dining room 
is outfitted with a butcher block-style table 
that’s slightly too high for the low-slung 
seating. As I dug into huge white cardboard 
takeout boxes of fries (each loaded with 
more than a pound of potatoes), I felt a 
little like a tiny Alice nosing up to the giant 
banquet table of the Mad Hatter. Billed as a 
“french fry dive,” Frite Street’s iron-barred 
front window, white ceramic tile sullied by 
the dirty footprints of recent customers and 
crate of $1 vinyl LPs definitely live up to the 
description. Chef de cuisine Chris Graham 
is arecord junkie, and that bin serves as the 
restaurant’s soundtrack, spun on the player 
located behind the counter. Mid-meal, 
Graham put ona scratchy side of vintage DJ 
Jazzy Jeff and the Fresh Prince, whereby Will 
Smith gave props to all the Philly MCs that 
inspired him. At a minimum, I now know 
who to blame for “Gettin Jiggy Wit It.” Not 
everything here is dingy, though. A smatter- 
ing of obligatory Eiffel Tower iconography 
and a quote from Audrey Hepburn that 
reminds all who dine that “Paris is always a 
good idea” lend some brightness. 
The frites: You know what’s also always a 
good idea? French fries, aka frites. Frite 
Street mostly reinforces that fact by serving 
up pretty awesome frites that are sea-salted, 
blanched and double fried so 
that the inside is puffy and the 
outside is crispy. So many spots 
serve a slightly fatter-than-a- 
shoestring fry that sogs under 
all the toppings. The choice to 
go thicker is a smart one in the 
case of the Korean frites ($7), 
where slabs of crispy pork belly, 
tangy kimchi and creamy garlic aioli 
would ruin any lesser fry. They might even be 
better than the kimchi fries I’ve always liked 
at Lakeview restaurant Del Seoul. 

On paper, the chicken-fried frites —butter- 


milk-battered, deep-fried frites served with a 
side of bacon-studded gravy ($7)— sound like 
astoner’s dream. In reality, the fried crust is 
dusty and reminiscent of that weird coating 
you sometimes find on frozen seasoned 


fries, though the silky gravy would 


| make a flaky biscuit pretty happy. 
@ The best gravy on offer is the 


curry-infused one served on 
the Curry Jane frites ($5). Beefy, 
thick and spicy, the dish is almost 
like a french fry shepherd’s pie, 
minus the peas. The only problem is 
after about 10 minutes, the salty gravy 
blends with the thick crystals of sea salt on 
the fries, devolving into an over-salty mess. 
The solution? Eat ’em fast. 
The sliders: Though fries are usually a side

dish to burgers, the opposite occurs here. 
You can order three of The Slide Ride’s most 
popular sliders ($3 each) as “slider sides.” They 
are beefy beauties grilled medium-pink and 
perched on fresh, tiny sesame-studded buns 
baked by Highland Baking in north-suburban 
Northbrook. The Guinness slider is a perfect 
little package topped with gooey provolone, 
Guinness-infused onions and horseradish 
sauce. A barbecue pork slider featured melt- 
in-your-mouth braised pork with a sauce that 
was a little too cloying, something the pickle 
slice on top couldn't offset. 

The service: Counter maven Angelica 
Apodaca—with fire-engine red lipstick, a 
sing-songy voice and a big bow in her thick 
ringlet-adorned hairdo—rocks the vintage 
pin-up girl look. She was attentive and

helpful, offering up dipping sauces (I really 
liked the banana ketchup) and details about 
off-menu specials. “That’s her personal style, 
Rodriguez said. “We knew her from another 
food truck. When she came in to interview 
with us, she wore this vintage red dress with 
black polka dots and looked a little like the 
French girl in our logo. She was made for 
this.” 

Bottom line: With a few exceptions, Frite 
Street serves up some serious french fry 
fantasy and a side of pretty good sliders. File 
this under “Another score for Avondale” 
alongside Honey Butter Fried Chicken and 
Kuma’s Corner.

Si Brats 
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‘Super Smash Bros.’ 
keeps on fighting

My relationship with Nintendo is maybe not 
as healthy as it should be. Yet there is one 
Wii U game in heavy rotation that I didn’t 
expect to be there. 

That game is “Super Smash Bros.,” a but- 
ton-smashing, jump-and-sock ’em extrava- 
ganza of punching, kicking and crazy moves 
with nonsense titles such as the “Peach blos- 
som” and “konga beat.” There are fights at 
haunted mansions, fights in suburban streets 
and fights around space lava. 

If one wants a respite from all the fights, 
there is a board-game mode—but if your dig- 
ital character lands on the space of another 
digital character, there are fights. Sometimes, 
when a fight ends, you will be told a new chal- 
lenger has materialized from some Nintendo 
multiverse, and there will be an abbreviated 
post-fight fight. 

“Smash” is, in many ways, pointless —ri- 
diculous, even. And yet this fighting game 
keeps demanding the one thing I know I 
shouldn't be giving it: time. Way more time, 
in fact, than someone in their mid-30s should 
be devoting to a game that’s little more than 
a glorified battlefield arena. But dang it if I 
don’t love watching Princess Peach swipe her 
arm and chirp “peachy!” at the conclusion of 
one of our two-minute matches. 

Part of this appeal, no doubt, is nostalgia. 

For anyone raised with a Nintendo console 
acting as a backup baby sitter, “Smash Bros.” 
carries with it the appeal of reminiscence. 
Simple things, such as seeing familiar 
characters like a more revealing Samus from 
“Metroid” attacking a gelatinous “Pokemon” 
blob, tap into the charm offensive that long 


has been Nintendo’s front line of attack. 
Even the baddies are adorable: Bowser Jr. 
conducts his fights from a car that looks like 
a teacup. 

Nintendo has reported that “Smash” was 
the fastest-selling Wii U game in the history 
of the relatively new (2012) console, having 
moved just shy of 500,000 copies during the 
Thanksgiving shopping weekend. Surely it’s 
not just me and 12-year-old boys who find 
“Smash?” irresistible. 

Perhaps never before has the Nintendo 
stable shown as much personality as it does 
in “Smash.” Characters who have no business 
being characters in multiple games, such as 
the mannequin-like trainer from “Wii Fit,” 
is a Zen-like master of effortless gliding 
and yoga moves. The game rewards deep 
play with little touches as well—I was many 
weeks into “Smash” before I noticed the 
Mary Poppins-meets-Iaylor Swift-like Prin- 
cess Peach, my go-to character, would flutter 
her arms to maintain her balance when she 
was near an edge. 

More important, “Smash” furthers an 
agenda the Wii U has had since Day 1. No 
other console is as suited to playing with 
friends, at least those sitting beside you on 
the couch. Not every Wii U game boasts 
cooperative play—see the delightfully plucky 
puzzle game “Captain Toad: Treasure Track- 
er,” for instance—but the Wii U constantly is 
honing its thesis that the best way to play is 
with people you can see. 

Now that that’s settled, let’s see whether 
Princess Peach can’t get some more revenge 
on her regular kidnapper, Bowser—for the 
17th time today.
